some time, those of us who

Then, we were told we would need two vaccines to 
go back to normal, but that mandates and vaccine pass- 
ports weren’t necessary.

Amid all of this, many Canadians at least felt that 
strict lockdowns were off the table. 

Surely, after everyone listened to the politicians we 
would at least be spared a return to the initial measures 
from the beginning of the crisis, right? 

Well, it turns out that isn’t the case. 


Quebec returns to lockdowns 


We've talked a lot about how the ‘goalposts have 
shifted’ over and over again. In Quebec, the goalposts 
are now completely gone, as the province returns to 
lockdowns: 

The Quebec government shut down several pub- 
lic settings Monday evening, including bars, taverns, 
casinos, theatres, gyms and even schools, as cases of 
COVID-19 soar in a pre-holiday spike. 

All those establishments were closed as of 5 p.m. 
Monday December 20. 

“The situation is critical,” Quebec Health Minister 


Christian Dubé said at a press conference at 1 p.m., just 
four hours earlier. 


As the most statist and authoritarian province, 
Quebec is often the ‘leader’ in terms of imposing state 
control, which then creates the political pretext for 
other provinces to quickly follow. 

Quebec is also leaving the door open to stricter mea- 
sures, including further restrictions on private gather- 
ings (something the government should never have the 
power to authorize): 

“If we have to add new measures, we'll do it over 
the coming days,” Dubé said, adding that his team is 
meeting Monday night to go over the latest projections 
and that “we will not be scared of going back on certain 
decisions given the new information.” 

“We are waging war against this variant,” he said. 
“We’re going to do everything we can to work together.” 

That represents a return to the measures that were 
imposed at the start of the pandemic. 

All the vaccinations. 

All the mandates. 

All the restrictions. 

All the economic damage. 

All the division. 

All the demonization. 

All of that, only to return to the same restrictions that 
were in place when the pandemic started. 


This demonstrates a few things: 


First, the politicians cannot be trusted. 

Second, the government is incompetent. 

Third, imposing restrictions, mandates, and vaccine 
passports has failed to stop the virus. All those things 
have achieved is to take rights away and divide the pop- 
ulace. 

And fourth, we must get rid of those measures, 
remove state control, and let people make their own 
decisions. 

Canadians need to realize that much of what we’ve 
been told by the ‘experts’ and politicians have been lies 
or mistruths that are designed to alter behaviour, rather 
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than inform. 

To get another sense of how foolish the vaccine 
mandate policies are, 
consider that even the 
WHO now has to admit that 
Omicron is spreading among 
vaccinated people. 

“There is now consistent 
evidence that Omicron is 
spreading significantly fast- 
er than the Delta variant,” 
WHO director-general Tedros 
Adhanom Ghebreyesus told 
the briefing. 

“And it is more likely people 
vaccinated or recovered from 
COVID-19 could be infected or 
re-infected,” Tedros said. 

Again, this isn’t about 
being pro or anti-vaccine. 
Personally, I think those who 
feel getting vaccinated is 
appropriate should feel free 
to do so. The issue is the gov- 
ernment forcing/pressuring 
people into getting vaccinat- 
ed by taking away their rights 
and acting as if getting vacci- 
nated would ensure a ‘return 
to normal’ when they obvi- 
ously intend to continue moving the goalposts out of 
view.

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Vanguard And Blackrock Combined 
Worth A Shocking $17 Trillion

e’re impressed when we learn about a start- 
W: that reaches unicorn status. A billion-dol- 

lar valuation is still news in today’s business 
circles, but it pales in comparison to some of the larger 
conglomerates. We’ve heard a lot about BlackRock and 
the Vanguard Group throughout the years, but have you 
ever wondered how much they’re worth? It has recently 
come to our attention, complements of Children’s Health 
Defense, that these two giants in the asset man- 
agement industry have a combined ownership 
of far more than most of us would have imag- 
ined. The shocking amount of money Vanguard 
and BlackRock control through their ownership 
of big businesses including a variety of legacy 
media and Big Pharma. We looked further into 
the situation and were strongly surprised at what 
we learned. 


What is BlackRock? 


Handshake shared a BlackRock intern’s anal- 
ysis of the company. It stands out because of the 
unique employees working at the firm as well 
as for its size. When you compare BlackRock to 
other financial institutions like Morgan Stanley 
and Goldman Sachs and their more than 40,000 
workers, or CitiGroup and Bank of America’‘s 
over 200,000 workers, BlackRock has just 14,000, 
but they’re all close-knit. They run the largest 
asset manager in the world. BlackRock accomplishes 
feats that nobody else has been able to pull off. There’s 
something special about a group that is exponentially 
smaller yet accomplishes volumes mote. Its the leader in 
the industry and it has risen to the status in fewer than 
three decades. One of the resounding mottos (unoffi- 
cially) for BlackRock is that the only constant is change. 
They look towards the future through sustainable invest- 
ing, activism, influence on regulations, and central risk 
analytics tools that even the Fed uses. Wikipedia further 
defines BlackRock as a multinational investment man- 
agement corporation. The company was established in 
1988 with global operations in thirty countries of the 
world, and seventy offices spread out across thirty coun- 
tries with clients in 100 countries. This is what BlackRock 
is but what does it own? 


BlackRock's holdings 


BlackRock maintains more than $9 trillion in assets 
under their management as of June of 2021. Holdings 
include massive amounts of coal investments that it 
plans to sell in a bid to fulfill its commitment to achiev- 
ing environmental sustainability. It will sell $500 mil- 
lion of its coal investments. Future investments will fall 
in line with this new initiative announced early in 2020. 
BlackRock manages two of the Federal Reserve’s bond- 
buying programs as a response to the coronavirus pan- 
demic. These are the Primary Market Corporate Credit 
Facility valued at $500 billion and the Secondary Market 
Corporate Credit Facility. BlackRock additionally has 
secured approval from the China Securities Regulatory 
Commission for its set up of a mutual fund business 
in China. BlackRock is the third-largest stakeholder in 
Pfizer Pharmaceuticals. This also includes the subsidiary 
companies that are under the control of Pfizer, consid- 
ered Big Pharma. It is also one of the top two stakehold- 
ers in four of the six major American media compa- 
nies including News Corp, Disney, Comcast, and Time 
Warner. It also owns a stake in The New York Times. 


What is Vanguard? 


The Vanguard Group is an American registered invest- 
ment advisor. It was formed by John C. Bogle in May of 
1975. The group has been in operation for 46 years as 
of 2021. The Vanguard Group, Inc. is the largest mutual 
funds provider in the world today and is the second-larg- 
est ETF provider in the world, coming in second only to 
BlackRock. The multifunctional company also manages 
multiple mutual funds with a total of $7 trillion in assets 
under management. It’s a part of the Big Three index 
fund managers dominating corporate America. 


The Vanguard Group's Holdings 


The Vanguard Group is the biggest stakeholder in 
Pfizer pharmaceuticals, hence Big Pharma. It also has 
ownership in four major media companies in the United 
States including News Corp, Disney, Comcast, Time 
Warner, and The New York Times. Although BlackRock 
has a higher figure for assets under management, The 
Vanguard Group is the largest shareholder of BlackRock 
shares. The wealthiest families in the world are associat- 
ed with Vanguard Group funds. 


Concerns about the Big Two 


The combination of the assets under management 
by The Vanguard Group and BlackRock is about $17 tril- 
lion. Together they’re a powerhouse of control. With 
such heavy influence over Big Pharma, the Mainstream 
Media, and many other industries, how does this impact 
the average citizen? Most don’t even think about it and 
some don’t care. Those who see the secretive monopo- 
lies these giants hold realize that it gives them influence 


over the American public as well as the rest of the world. 
With control of over 90 percent of mainstream media, 
it’s believed that their influence is currently being expe- 
rienced through information shared about the Covid-19 
pandemic, the pressure for vaccination, and the fear- 
mongering that is a constant on the news channels.

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Fact-Checking The Fact-Checkers

nalism? If so, what exactly is it? How does it work? 

More importantly, what impact is it having on the 
present and future of independent journalism? 

Fact-Checking, as an internet phenomenon began to 
proliferate following the election of former US President 
Donald Trump in 2016. The notion was that a group of 
independent and unbiased information verifiers would 
ascertain the veracity of claims made in blogs, posts, 
and articles posted online. In this way, online informa- 
tion would be held to a high standard of accountability, 
and the amount of misinformation would be limited and 
ultimately determined, 
by these fact-checkers. 

The concept of fact- 
checking is on the 
face of it, a noble one. 
However, more and 
more misinformation 
identified by the fact- 
checkers seems to be 
any narrative that runs 
counter to the estab- 
lished, mainstream, or 
government position 
on an issue. So, are the 
fact-checkers actually 
independent? Do they 
deserve the Internet’s 
trust as referees, there to judge the line between truth 
and fiction? Put another way, are fact-checkers indepen- 
dent and thus trustworthy, verifiers of facts? 

A closer examination of some prominent fact-check- 
ing sites and the tactics they employ in verifying online 
information may give us pause as we dig down into that 
question. 

AfricaCheck.org — On its website, AfricaCheck 
claims to “sort fact from fiction in the online reporting 
space”. And in this way, ... “identify important public 
statements, interrogate the best available evidence and 
publish fact-checking reports to guide public debate” 

According to AfricaCheck’s own website, their 2020 
sources of funding included the Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation (BMGF) (11%), Google (9%), and George 
Soros’s Open Society Foundation (4%). That means 
almost one-quarter of Africa Check’s annual funding in 
2020 came from these three organizations. 

Reuters — Reuters News has a fact-checking unit 
within its editorial department. According to their web- 
site,” the principal aim of this unit is to fact-check visual 
material and claims posted on social media. The fact- 
checking unit at Reuters has joined Facebook’s third- 
party fact-checking program. Through this program, 
Facebook will provide funding to the Reuters fact-check- 
ing unit, in exchange for assessments of the authenticity 
of the content on its platform” 

Reuters also has a division called Thompson Reuters 
Foundation (TRF), which in 2019 partnered with the 
Gates Foundation in an initiative called Generation for 
Changemakers in Africa. TRF also does work around 
freedom of speech, which, as it happens, also gets fund- 
ing from the Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation. As we 
start to delve into some of the important sources of fund- 
ing for some of these fact-checking services, the ques- 
tion becomes.... Can we count on Reuters to fact check 
information about any of the many ventures BMGF is 
involved in, including GAVI, Gate’s vaccine advocacy 
or the BMGF generally? More to the point, is it reason- 
able to expect Reuters to be impartial about the Gates 
Foundation or any of the initiatives Gates or his founda- 
tion is involved in? 

The International Fact-Checking Network (IFCN) 
POYNTNER - operates as a sort of certification board 
for fact checkers. It reviews fact-checkers for compli- 
ance with its (IFCN’s) code and issues certifications for 
those checkers who pass that audit. This certification 
lasts for a year and then fact-checkers must be audited 
again in order to maintain their certifications to Google, 
Facebook, and other technology companies. The IFCN 
website shows it has received funding from the BMGF, 
Open Society Foundation, and Google. 

PolitiFact notes in a section of its website entitled 
“Who pays for PolitiFact?” that any organization that 
provides more than 5% of its revenue would be listed. 
TikTok and Facebook are the only organizations listed 
under this section (updated February 2021), however, no 
funding amounts are provided. PolitiFact does divulge 
that in 2020, Google gave PolitiFact 50,000 USD. The 
fact is the mainstream approved fact-checking sources 


E Fact-checking now an integral part of online jour- 


all seem to be approved and funded by the same group 
time and again. 

Now that we have some idea of who the fact-checkers 
are, how do they go about debunking falsehoods they 
identify in online posts? According to James Corbett, 
award-winning investigative journalist, and creator of 
the CorbettReport, fact-checkers are keen to debunk 
online content they disagree with, and typically rely on 
setting up a straw man approach. They do this in order 
to marginalize the claim they want to debunk. Fact- 
checkers will take a story that has some credibility to 
it — something that is factual — and then extract one 
sensational (or irrelevant) aspect of the claim. They 
will then make that part of the claim the central point 


of the entire claim and then debunk that claim. If the 
fact-checkers successfully attack that small part of an 
entire claim, they will then assert they have debunked 
the entire position. Their objective is to marginalize 
and ridicule, rather than disprove with clear facts. It’s 
a simple, and oft-used tactic fact-checkers embrace 
because it is very effective. It works because the average 
Internet browser, trying to confirm or refute information 
they have seen online, is likely to begin the effort by 
initiating a Google search. In doing so, they will be 
funneled by Google, based on established algorithms, 
to a series of sites that say this popular information 
is debunked, fake news. This is usually the end of the 
story because, unfortunately, so few internet users go 
to the trouble of doing their own due diligence by going 
beyond the landing page headline and clicking into 
the site link to read how the debunk occurred. What 
methodology was used by the fact-checkers? How did 
they approach the issue to be debunked? Was it truly 
an unbiased examination... and can their techniques 
and conclusions withstand scrutiny? Human nature 
being what it is, Corbett estimates that only 1 in 10,000 
will do that essential legwork. Fact Checkers capitalize 
on this aspect of human nature — and are generally 
successful. Take, for example, the fact that in October 
2019, the Johns Hopkins Center for Health Security 
joined with the World Economic Forum (WEF) and 
BMGF to host a tabletop exercise called Event 201 in 
New York City. According to the Event 201 website, 
Event 201 “simulated an outbreak of a novel zoonotic 
coronavirus transmitted from bats to pigs to people 
that eventually becomes efficiently transmissible from 
person to person, leading to a pandemic. The pathogen 
and the disease it causes are modelled largely on SARS, 
but it is more transmissible in the community setting by 
people with mild symptoms” 

The exercise included participants meeting the chal- 
lenges of battling “fake news” about the virus, shut- 
ting down international travel, and the negative impact 
on businesses around the world. In case you had any 
uncomfortable questions about the timing of that event, 
FactCheck.Org is there to set you straight. The head- 
line from an online fact-checking site dated January 
2021, reads “New Coronavirus wasn’t “predicted,” in 
Simulation” The site’s Quick Take — for those with no 
time to read through the 300-word story reads “A con- 
spiracy theory website distorted the facts about an 
emergency preparedness exercise to suggest that the 
“GATES FOUNDATION & OTHERS PREDICTED UP 
TO 65 MILLION DEATHS” from the coronavirus now 
spreading. The event dealt with a hypothetical scenario 
involving a fictional virus.’ Most people will stop there. 
No need to look any further — a reputable fact-checker 
makes it clear — it’s a conspiracy theory. It never hap- 
pened. Debunked! Easy as that. 

The Fact-checkers strategically assault the notion 
that what is at issue is a matter of 65 million worldwide 
deaths, and that the coronavirus used for Event 201 was 
not exactly the SARS-CoV-2 virus we are now dealing 
with. So, if the number of deaths (65 million) never 


materialized, and the virus description was imprecise, 
then of course the whole story is fake! That’s the straw 
man logic. In this way, Fact-checkers are successful in 
deflecting attention away from addressing the truth 
of the core issues, namely of the timing of Event 201 
coming at exactly the time that the pandemic was 
underway. They ignore, and in no way address, the issue 
that Event 201 simulated a shutdown of business and 
global spread of a coronavirus, a mere month before 
the present global pandemic began. All that is just a 
monumental coincidence. 

Sometimes, the straw man technique involves taking 
a social media post, perhaps even an unpopular one, that 
misrepresents a true fact being shared by the communi- 
ty. Therefore when the 
post is debunked — the 
whole (true) fact being 
shared by the com- 
munity is now seen as 
false. Other tactics they 
use involve discrediting 
the author/scientist/or 
group who uncovered 
the fact, and using a 
red herring, something 
that misleads or dis- 
tracts from a relevant 
or important question. 
It may be either a logi- 
cal fallacy or a literary 
device that leads read- 
ers or audiences toward a false conclusion. 

Fact-checkers are effective because there are so many 
people out there happy to let others do their thinking 
for them. The result is a chilling effect on independent 
news. Fact-checkers undermine independent thought 
on online news sites not part of the legacy media struc- 
ture and has led to the de-platforming of entire e-news 
sites. And it undercuts the way independent journal- 
ists have been operating in the online space for the last 
ten years, argues Corbett. Some independent journal- 
ists have tried practicing self-censorship in the hope of 
staying on the right side of the divide — and keeping the 
algorithms from denying access to their information to 
their audience. This affects advertising funds and when 
those dry up, to rapid shutdown of independent news 
sites. 

What about solutions? A partial answer might seem 
obvious — personal responsibility. Corbett suggests we 
accept that there is real disinformation online and it is 
being shared. There is a legitimate need for real fact- 
checkers, so how should this be addressed? The answer 
lies in the exercise of personal responsibility by both 
content creators and Internet users. 

It is a fact that a certain segment of internet content 
creators play fast and loose with the information they 
put out (any Youtubers out there?) because they priori- 
tize monetization over being factually correct. Other cre- 
ators can be more interested in pushing people toward 
a certain agenda, and, in doing so, sacrifice proper veri- 
fication of information to that end. But what if creators 
were just more responsible about the content they put 
out — and readership was more willing to exercise due 
diligence in their research into the info they read online? 
Would that not go a long way to solving the issue? 

As a society, we may have already reached the point 
where we have real difficulty separating fact from fiction 
in our online space. The imperfect, and intuitive solu- 
tion is that creators must be more responsible and read- 
ers more diligent and less accepting of what they read 
as automatic truth. So, do your homework and verify 
for yourself to the absolute best of your ability but let us 
also be realistic. That work, even if undertaken diligent- 
ly, may not always end in an iron-clad, totally satisfac- 
tory conclusion. It is nevertheless our responsibility to 
take the time, exercise our brains and do the background 
research. As Corbett notes, we may not always arrive at a 
definitive conclusion. Life (and truth) may not be as sim- 
ple as a green checkmark beside a narrative. We may be 
left with two competing narratives with the truth found 
somewhere in between. “There is no shortcut to under- 
standing the truth about the world. You have to roll up 
your sleeves and do the work’, asserts Corbett. Why not 
set that threshold for us before we pass information 
along to others? That kind of integrity will lead to a firm- 
er structure in building information we can trust. 

As Corbett rightly affirms, without our investment 
in that kind of personal responsibility, the ever-grow- 
ing fact-checking industry could permanently become 
a part of and threaten — the internet ecosystem as we 
know it. 
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AHS Backs Down For Third Time

I would call that an 
adverse reaction? Wouldn’t you? What is going on here?” 

Since the coroner’s report has not yet been released 
at the time of writing, Adams strives to make it clear 
that he is not blaming the vaccine for his son’s death. 
He simply wants answers and the freedom to ask ques- 
tions: “I’m not saying the vaccine killed my son, I believe 
it could have.” 

While Health Canada acknowledges that poten- 
tially life threatening adverse events i.e. myocarditis, 
pericarditis, thrombocytopenia sometimes do follow 
COVID vaccination, they classify these serious events 
as “rare” and state, “Only vaccines that are proven to be 
safe, effective and of high quality are approved for use 
in Canada”. 

Some health experts, however, are questioning the 
veracity of these blanket statements of safety after 
observing some concerning cellular activity following 
vaccination. 


Endothelial Cells After Vaccination 
Dr Sucharit Bhakdi, a retired microbiologist, explains

the effect that COVID vaccination has on the body’s 
endothelial cells®: 

“These vaccinations are being taken up by the 
cells that line the vessels the so-called endothelial 
cells. Then the spike protein is being produced by 
these cells of the vessel wall.

In other words, smooth 
blood vessel walls allow 
platelets to float by without 
activating the body’s clot- 
ting system. Rough blood 
vessel walls e.g. walls that 
are spike protein affect- 
ed due to COVID vaccina- 
tion, however, can lead to 
the activation of the body’s 
blood clotting system. 

Dr Bhakdi states that he 
believes that this princi- 
ple applies to all available 
COVID vaccines. 

An American Heart 
Association Journal publi- 
cation® also notes an alarm- 
ing effect that mRNA vac- 
cinations are having on the 
body’s vascular system. The 
publication’s conclusion 
mirrors Bhakdi’s concerns: 

“We conclude that the 
mRNA vacs dramatically increase inflammation 
on the endothelium and T cell infiltration of cardi- 
ac muscle and may account for the observations of 
increased thrombosis, cardiomyopathy, and other 
vascular events following vaccination.”

In his one-hour oral decision, Justice 
Henderson acknowledged that all the 
doctors had a principled objection to 
taking the Covid vaccine and that all the 
doctors have “genuine, subjective con- 
cerns with the Covid-19 vaccines that are 
currently available.’ 

Justice Henderson went on to say: 
“One thing is perfectly clear; the Plaintiffs 
have a right to refuse to take the vaccine. 
No one can force them to take the vac- 
cine. That is a right that must be respect- 
ed.” 

Justice Henderson declined to grant 
an Interim Order, stating that it was nec- 
essary to hear more comprehensively 
from AHS before he could fully consider 
the strength of the legal challenge brought by the doctors. 
A more comprehensive injunction application is sched- 
uled to occur within the next 3 months. 

This is the third time AHS has backtracked on its vac- 
cination policy with health care workers. 

On August 31, AHS announced that all frontline work- 
ers, physicians, midwives, nurses and contracted staff 
working in AHS facilities would be required to be fully 
vaccinated with new Covid shots by October 31. That 
date was extended to November 30 to allow time to make 
sure “our workforce is as safe and robust as it can be,’ said 
AHS President and CEO Dr. Verna Yiu in an October 22 
address to the province. 

On November 29, one day before mandatory vacci- 
nations were to be implemented for all staff, the dead- 
line was again extended to December 13, on the recom- 
mendation of the Alberta government. The last extension 
allowed the option for some AHS staff to undergo covid 
testing to return to work, but not others. 

In response to AHS’ move to recall all the staff it had 
just placed on indefinite leave, Richard Secord, coun- 
sel for the Justice Centre states, “This is exactly what we 
asked Justice Henderson to do for our doctor clients in 
our Interim Injunction Application on December 14.” 

“This is great news for our clients, but what will be the 
cost of AHS’s constant flip-flopping?” asks Eva Chipiuk, 
Justice Centre Staff Lawyer. “We are 20 months into this 
pandemic, this type of behavior would have been accept- 
able early into the pandemic when little was known. AHS 
should have known better by now. There has to be some 
job security for our hard-working health care profession- 
als, so they are not terrorized at every wave of virus in the 
future.”

The evidence 


We herewith present scientific evidence that calls for 
an immediate stop of the use of gene-based COVID-19 
vaccines. We first lay out why the agents cannot protect 
against viral infection. While no positive effects can be 
expected, we show that the vaccines can trigger self- 
destructive processes that lead to debilitating illness 
and death. 


Why the vaccines cannot protect 
against infection 


A fundamental mistake underly- 
ing the development of the COVID- 
19 vaccines was to neglect the func- 
tional distinction between the two 
major categories of antibodies which 
the body produces in order to protect 
itself from pathogenic microbes. 

The first category (secretory IgA) 
is produced by immune cells (lym- 
phocytes) which are located directly 
underneath the mucous membranes 
that line the respiratory and intesti- 3600 | 
nal tract.

tively protect the mucous membranes from infection 
by SARS-CoV-2. Thus, the currently observed “break- 
through infections” among vaccinated individuals 
merely confirm the fundamental design flaws of the 
vaccines. Measurements of antibodies in the blood can 
never yield any information on the true status of immu- 
nity against infection of the respiratory tract. 


The inability of vaccine-induced antibodies to pre- 
vent coronavirus infections has been reported in recent 
scientific publications. 


The vaccines can trigger self-destruction 


A natural infection with SARS-CoV-2 (coronavirus) 
will in most individuals remain localized to the respi- 
ratory tract. In contrast, the vaccines cause cells deep 
inside our body to express the viral spike protein, which 
they were never meant to do by nature. Any cell which 
expresses this foreign antigen will come under attack by 
the immune system, which will involve both IgG anti- 
bodies and cytotoxic T- lymphocytes. This may occur in 
any organ. We are seeing now that the heart is affected 
in many young people, leading to myocarditis or even 
sudden cardiac arrest and death. How and why such 
tragedies might causally be linked to vaccination has 
remained a matter of conjecture because scientific evi- 
dence has been lacking. This situation has now been 
rectified.

Histopathologic analyses have been performed on 
the organs of 15 persons who died after vaccination. 
The age, gender, vaccination record, and time of death 
after injection of each patient are listed in the table on 
the next page. The following points are of utmost impor- 
tance: 

Prior to death, only 4 of the 15 patients had been 
treated in the ICU for more than 
2 days. The majority were never 
hospitalized and died at home 
(5), on the street (1), at work (1), 
in the car (1), or in home-care 
facilities (1). Therefore, in most 
cases, therapeutic intervention 
is unlikely to have significant- 
ly influenced the post-mortem 
findings. 

Not a single death was 
brought into any possible asso- 
ciation with the vaccination by 
the coroner or the public pros- 
ecutor; this association was 
only established by our autop- 
sy findings. The initially per- 
formed conventional post-mor- 
tems also uncovered no obvious 
hints to a possible role of vacci- 
nation, since the macroscopic 
appearance of the organs was 
overall unremarkable. In most 
cases, “arrhythmogenic heart 
failure” was postulated as the 
cause of death. 

But our subsequent histo- 
pathological analyses then 
brought about a complete turnaround. A summary of 
the fundamental findings follows.

Histopathologic findings of a similar nature were 
detected in organs of 14 of the 15 deceased. Most fre- 
quently afflicted were the heart (14 of 15 cases) and 
the lung (13 of 15 cases). Pathologic alterations were 
furthermore observed in the liver (2 cases), thyroid 
gland (Hashimoto’s thyroiditis, 2 cases), salivary glands 
(Sjogren's Syndrome; 2 cases) and brain (2 cases). 

A number of salient aspects dominated in all affect- 
ed tissues of all cases: 

1. inflammatory events in small blood vessels (endo- 
theliitis), characterized by an abundance of T- lympho- 
cytes and sequestered, dead endothelial cells within the 
vessel lumen; 

2. the extensive perivascular accumulation of 
T-lymphocytes; 

3. a massive lymphocytic infiltration of surrounding 
non-lymphatic organs or tissue with T- lymphocytes. 

Lymphocytic infiltration occasionally occurred in 
combination with intense lympho- 
cytic activation and follicle forma- 
tion. Where these were present, they 
were usually accompanied by tissue 
destruction. 

This combination of multifocal, 
T-lymphocyte-dominated patholo- 
gy that clearly reflects the process of 
immunological self-attack is with- 
out precedent. Because vaccination 
was the single common denomina- 
tor between all cases, there can be 
no doubt that it was the trigger of 
self-destruction in these deceased 
individuals. 


Conclusion 


Histopathologic analysis shows 
clear evidence of vaccine-induced 
autoimmune-like pathology in mul- 
tiple organs. That myriad adverse 
events deriving from such auto- 
attack processes must be expect- 


ies (IgG and circulating IgA) occur Rs 
in the bloodstream. These antibod- Pe 
ies protect the internal organs of the 
body from infectious agents that try 
to spread via the bloodstream. 
Vaccines that are injected into 
the muscle - i.e., the interior of the 
body - will only induce IgG and cir- 
culating IgA, not secretory IgA.

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. Pfizer did not follow established vaccine protocols. Most notably, 

a. Early unblinding: Several months ago, Pfizer opted to offer its product to those 
participants who received the placebo. By eliminating nearly all participants in the 
placebo wing, Pfizer effectively closed the curtain on its experiment because long- 
term comparisons can no longer be made. 

b. Trial participants were not reflective of the most vulnerable members of our popula- 
tion — more than 50% of people dying from COVID are 75 years of age or older. This 
age group made up only 4.4% of trial participants. Also, 95% of those who have died 
from COVID had one or more co-morbidities. Nearly 80% of trial participants had 
none. 

c. Not every trial participant was tested for COVID. Asymptomatic or paucisymptomat- 
ic (presenting few symptoms) cases were missed. 3,410 participants were suspected 
from their clinical presentation of having COVID, but they were excluded from efficacy 
calculations because a diagnosis could not be confirmed through PCR testing. In the 
end, there were 3,410 suspected COVID cases, and only 170 confirmed. 

d. Suspiciously, more than five times more vaccine recipients were removed from the 
study for “protocol deviations” than placebo recipients (at a time where the study was 
supposedly “blinded.”) 

This is not the first time Pfizer’s protocols have come into question. In November, 
the British Medical Journal (BMJ) published an article regarding a researcher who was 
employed by a company that oversaw three clinical trial sites of Pfizer’s COVID-19 vac- 
cine. The whistleblower made shocking revelations about poor practices at the facilities 
that call the integrity of Pfizer’s data into question and also raised concerns about lax 
regulatory oversight. In the article, the regional director revealed that the subcontrac- 
tor for Pfizer’s COVID-19 vaccine phase 3 clinical trial allegedly falsified data, unblinded 
patients, and was slow to follow up on adverse events. The whistleblower was immedi- 
ately fired after bringing up these issues to the FDA.

I actually said that to a friend recently at a meet- 
ing of a weekly local investment club I facilitate. It’s one 
of several prepper committees I’m on that meet regularly 
to discuss everything from the best walkie-talkies for pur- 
chase to how to grow food. 

The rationale for my statement relates 
to Bitcoin’s utility in World War Four, in 
which the forces of centralization and 
decentralization are competing for global 
domination. 

If that sounds like the premise of a B 
movie, well, that’s the world we’re in now. 

It’s said the globalists originally planned 
to impose their New World Order (NWO) 
several decades from now, but something 
caused them to move the date forward. 
“Why” remains a mystery, since the tech- 
nologies of the so-called Fourth Industrial 
Revolution (4IR) and transhumanism 
would have been more developed, and the 
walls of our impending digital prison could 
have been built much higher. 

I think the globalists saw Satoshi's 
Bitcoin cryptocurrency project explode 
and threaten their plans with the real pos- 
sibility of people’s liberation from central 
banks, authoritarian government, and the 
perpetual war model under which we’ve 
lived ever since gentlemen adventurers 
formed companies to exploit Hudson’s Bay 
and East India.

I almost choked on my chips 
and salsa when Lynette Zang (the grandmotherly host of 
ITM Investment’s YouTube program on previous metals 
investing) advised viewers to find a location to make their 
“final stand.” (Zang owns a remote mountain cabin with 
a permaculture garden.) 

Market commentators like Zang understood the 
World Economic Forum’s commercial, “You'll own noth- 
ing. And you'll be happy,” perfectly well. They know com- 
modity prices aren’t soaring because things like oil, steel 
and oats are becoming more valuable, but because the 
purchasing power of currency is crashing. Some advo-

cate dividing savings into tranches of real estate, precious 
metals, crypto, and stocks & bonds. 

Regarding stocks and mutual funds, the era of “set it 
and forget it” retirement savings plans is over. With infla- 
tion running hot, the old conservative model is now the 
most risky, and informed investors are being drawn into 
speculative asset classes as a matter for survival. Imagine 
a world without money! Some sort of barter economy will 
emerge after the presumed collapse; gold and silver and 


crypto will potentially do a moonshot, but even if they 
don’t, people will seek them because eventually we’ll 
cease comparing their value to dollars and think only 
in terms of what they might obtain: say, six hard-to-find 
oranges or a Stale loaf of bread. 

I learned of Adam Fergusson’s book When Money 
Dies: The Nightmare of the Weimar Collapse from an 
episode of George Gammon’s investment program on 
YouTube. It’s a real page-turner, given what’s underway. 
I’m not sure anything can save us if there’s a total Mad 
Max-level societal breakdown, but at least my wife and 
I are semi-prepared. In addition to stocking the pan- 
try with several months worth of food, and buying pre- 
cious metals, the most interesting research has been in 
the dynamic world of crypto, about which I have mixed 
feelings. 

None of this is investment advice, of course, but our 
biggest position is in Bitcoin (BTC) and Etherium (ETH) 
and I do subscribe to some of Bitcoin maximalist Michael 
Saylor’s perspective, recently bolstered by a superb video 
from Australian Max Wright (“Contrarian Dude” on 
YouTube) entitled “David Morgan and the War over 
Your Freedoms” (December 14, 2021): that BTC is real 
money and will likely rise in value into the hundreds of 
thousands. 

I also enjoy the perspective of former hedge fund 
manager and macro analyst Raoul Pal (Real Vision) 
and what he calls the “exponential age” — his term for 
Moore’s Law of exponential technological growth and 
Metcalfe’s Law (the network effect), that will do for crypto 
what they did for the internet and companies like Google, 
Amazon and Facebook. 

Of course, every idea in these Apocalyptic times 
comes with risks, especially since everything (except 
maybe crypto) is in a bubble. Real estate is a conservative 
investment, but prices in many places are in nosebleed 
territory. (Yet, one has to live somewhere...) As I write 
this, the stock market is showing signs of topping, and 
when it crashes (according to pessimist Harry Dent) it’ll 
bring down crypto and metals too (for a while), though 
the latter items should recover quickly. Storing gold and 
silver is a huge pain in the ass, but then so is the thought 
of losing one’s crypto keys or seed phrases. 

Argh! Nothing about this is simple or easy. But we 
must “adult” about this as the banks could collapse and 
the laws have been changed to allow “bail ins” — the 
term for when the bank steals your money and offers 
(potentially worthless) bank stock in its stead. Any funds 
above $100,000 are at risk, and even CDIC-insured cash 
may not be safe, given that reserve fractional bank- 
ing allows institutions to lend out at 10-to-1 (or higher) 


against deposits. 

Many investors are diversifying away from BTC and 
ETH into so-called alt coins (e.g., Solana, Terra, Polkadot, 
etc.) because they could deliver outsized returns. Even 
if the globalists crash the economy and take down the 
internet (for a period of time), their plan involves peo- 
ple staying at home, plugged into a dystopian meta- 
verse where they can buy virtual real estate and engage 
in “play to earn” games in the tokenized economy that 
Philadelphia researcher Alison McDowell 
warns of. I’m opposed to these sinis- 
ter Matrix-like schemes, but I relish the 
opportunity to make a few bucks in the 
short-term so I can resist for longer. I’ve 
committed to studying the metaverse and 
the virtual reality technologies to see if 
they can be harnessed for good. I recent- 
ly invested in Decentraland for that rea- 
son, the idea being that it’s a decentralized 
artificial world, unlike the (very uncool) 
centralized one Facebook (Meta) recently 
announced. 

Had the public risen up and stopped 
complying, this struggle could have ended 
long ago. While I believe the biological 
narrative is falling apart, ultimate victo- 
ry over (and recovery from) the global- 
ist attack is likely years away. Next will 
come resistance to climate lockdowns, 
and the impending AI control grid and 
social credit system with all its satellites, 
5G towers, and facial recognition camer- 
as. In addition to growing food and avoid- 
ing incarceration in “quarantine camps” 
we need to render unto Ceasar what is 
Caesar’s until the new economic system 
matures, on our terms and not that of the 
Rockefeller’s and the Rothschild’s. 

In the end, the truth will set us free. But a bit of Bitcoin 
and Etherium might help too.

Cardiologist ‘Warning’: Vaccinated Are 2.3 Times More 
Likely To Experience A Cardiac Event, Study Shows

he Covid-19 mRNA vaccines “dramati- 

| cally increase” a common measure of 

heart risk in people. That’s according 

to a recently-published warning in the jour- 

nal Circulation by cardiologist Dr. Steven 

Gundry, who is a pioneer in infant heart 
transplant surgery. 

The analysis was presented at a recent 
meeting at the American Heart Association. 
The “dramatic changes in most (vaccinated) 
patients” means they are at higher risk of a 


new Acute Coronary Syndrome, such as heart attack, 


according to Gundry. 


The long-term study, which began 6 years prior to 
COVID, measured protein biomarkers in patients every 


3-6 months and saw what researchers called 
“dramatic changes” in patients after their 
second mRNA shot. They found that the esti- 
mated risk of a patient experiencing a cardi- 
ac event post vaccination, as calculated by 
“PULS Score,” dramatically shot up 2.3 times 
compared to their pre-vaccination risk a few 
weeks prior. At the time the study conclud- 
ed, the changes appeared to be persistent. 

Pfizer’s own vaccine trial study showed 
similar results, with nearly twice as many 
“cardiovascular event related deaths” and 4 
times more “heart attacks” appearing in the 
vaccinated group when compared to pla- 
cebo. 

In response to these findings, world- 
renowned cardiology expert Dr Aseem 
Malhotra said on UK television that his fel- 
low cardiology researchers have had similar 
findings, but are too afraid of losing money 
from the drug companies to publish the 
proof. 

“Somebody from a very prestigious British

institution, a cardiology department researcher, a 
whistleblower if you like, contacted me to say that the 
researchers in this department had found something 
similar within the coronary arteries linked to the vaccine, 
inflammation from imaging studies around the coronary 


arteries. They had a meeting, and these 
researchers at the moment have decided 
they're not going to publish their findings 
because they are concerned about losing 
research money from the drug industry.” 

This testimony was further supported 
by anecdotal evidence from Malhotra’s col- 
leagues in the cardiology community across 
the UK, who had told him how “they are 
seeing younger and younger people coming 
in with heart attacks.” 

The UK has seen close to 10,000 excess 
non-COVID deaths since July 2021, leading 


Carl Heneghan, Professor of Evidence Based Medicine 
at Oxford, to call for an “urgent investigation” into 
the cause of these deaths. A “significant proportion of 
those, have been driven by circulatory disease, in other 


words heart attack and stroke,” claimed 
Malhotra. 

Scientists have already established a myr- 
iad of other cardiovascular related effects of 
Covid-19 vaccines in some patients, most 
notably young people. Among the estab- 
lished adverse events linked to the vac- 
cines are thrombosis, blood clots, and heart 
inflammation known as myocarditis or peri- 
carditis. According to the CDC’s reporting 
system (VAERS) there have been over 10,000 
heart attacks and over 35,000 cardiovascular 
events associated with the vaccine. 

As more data emerges, it seems the vac- 
cines may not be as “safe and effective” as 
our public health officials would like us to 
believe.

land of the free; that is, at least until Covid invaded 

our shores. Today marks the very last day that lam 
able to visit my 61 year old husband at the Nursing Home. 
In an effort to force me into getting the jab, the Nova 
Scotia government is now holding my husband hostage. 

Leaving Albert was incredibly difficult. I did my best 
to explain. He, too, was saddened by my words and my 
tears. 

My husband is hurting as a result of this mandate. He 
no longer gets to see me. 

Since February 13, 2021, the 39th anniversary of our 
first date, I was spending upwards of 6 hours per day, 
three to four days every week. My stealth observation 
skills (as a former Pervasive Needs Special Education 
teacher) were always being utilized. I would sit with 
him, talk with him, watch TV 
with him, listen to music with 
him, feed him, brush his teeth 
(when he would allow me to 
do so), cut his fingernails, cut 
his toenails; anything to help 
to ensure that he was com- 
fortable. In stripping me of my 
rights and freedoms, the Nova 
Scotia government has force- 
fully removed me from his life. 
Iam now his POA and caregiv- 
er in name only. 

My husband has logopenic 
variant Primary Progressive 
Aphasia (IvPPA). There is very 
little known about this par- 
ticular illness, aside from the 
fact that it is believed to be 
a rare and unique form of 
Alzheimer’s. Diagnosed at age 
58, he also falls into the ear- 


A s a Canadian, long had I believed that this was the 


ly-onset Alzheimer’s category; one that affects 8% of 
Canadians. As a result of my research, it appears that 
IvPPA probably impacts 5% or less of the population. 

He is the first patient with this condition at the Nursing 
Home. As a result of the early-onset Alzheimer’s, he is 
no longer mobile, he is incontinent, he is unable to use 
utensils to feed himself. The aphasia, however, has also 
robbed him of his language and ability to communicate, 
outside of facial expression. Having been married for 36 
years, and together for almost 40 years, no one knows 
his moods and can read him like I can. Apparently, this 
means nothing to the Nova Scotia government. 

Should his health rapidly decline, or worse, as a result 
of this mandate, can anyone be held liable? 

I am hoping that you might be interested in helping 
me bring my story to the Canadian public.

CCTV to be used at Irish University to identify 


maskless students 


ne of Ireland’s top universities is planning to spy on students who breach covid 
6) guidelines. The National University of Ireland, Galway (NUIG) is now encour- 

aging staff to approach maskless students to wear a mask and failure to comply 
with the coercive directive may result in disciplinary action. Cowardly management at 
the university have issued threats to brave mask free students that they will also hunt 
them down by using CCTV.

Pfizer is now testing 3-shot vaccines in 2 to 5-year-olds 
after 2 shot vaccines proved to be ineffective in trials. 
Danish study (Hansen at al.) shows that after 3 months 
post 2nd vaccination, the vaccine effectiveness of 
Pfizer & Moderna against Omicron is actually neg- 
ative. Pfizer customers are 76.5% more likely, and 
Moderna customers are 39.3% more likely, to be infect- 
ed than unvaxxed people. 

New study from the Netherlands (Andeweg et al.) found 
that, between March and August 2021, vaccinated indi- 
viduals were more likely to test positive for a variant 
than for the original strain of COVID (Alpha / B.1.1.7). 
In contrast, those with infection-induced immunity 
showed no increased risk of testing positive for a variant. 
New study published in Nutrients (Borsche et al.), finds 
that having low vitamin D3 levels correlate strongly 
with severe SARS-CoV-2. The paper stated: “Regression 
suggested a theoretical point of zero mortality at approx- 
imately 50 by/ml D3.... We recommend raising serum 
25(OH)D levels to above 50 ng/ml to prevent or mitigate 
net outbreaks due to mutations or decreasing antibody 
activity.” Meaning, COVID death could be reduced 
dramatically -even to zero- by raising vitamin D3 lev- 
els (a vitamin most people in the western world are defi- 
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cient in). 

New study published in Circulation on Nov 8th 
titled “MRNA COVID Vaccines Dramatically Increase 
Endothelial Inflammatory Markers and ACS Risk as 
Measured by the PULS Cardiac Test: a Warning” finds 
that vaccinated individuals are showing an increase 
in multiple protein biomarkers associated with Acute 
Coronary Syndrome (ACS). The long-term study, that 
began 6 years prior to COVID, measured biomarkers

The BMJ article Facebook shadow 
banned and labeled as “partly false” was an 
externally peer-reviewed article that raised seri- 
ous questions about Pfizer’s data integrity and 
regulatory oversight at one of its main US con- 
tracted Covid-19 vaccine trial research sites. 
A whistleblower for the company had even 
advised the FDA of the highly questionable 
practices, but was ignored and fired. Shortly 
after the open letter was published, in response 
to an unrelated case, Facebook admitted in 
court that their fact checks are just “opinion.” 
e A well-structured German study (Sorg et 
al.) shows no deaths among healthy German 
kids aged 5-11. The study also found that kids 
aged 5-11 have a 2 in 100,000 chance of going to 
ICU while (perhaps coincidentally) testing posi- 
tive for COVID.
